lf an inspection indicates that repairs or adjust- 
ments must be made to a vehicle before a Safety 
Standards Certificate can be issued, the owner is 
not required to have the repairs carried out at the 
Motor Vehicle Inspection Station. He may take it 
to the garage of his choice. 


The inspection fee will be collected at the time of 
the original inspection and no additional inspec- 
tion fee can be charged except for a necessary 
re-inspection involving the removal of brake drums 
or calipers provided the vehicle is returned within 
ten days to the original station for completion of 
the inspection. 


THE HIGHWAY TRAFFIC ACT
